“SARDINIA TURNS ITS NACK UloN ITALY 


Along the eastern const of Sardinia 
rins a mountain chain which presents a 
brtiaque ‘escarpment toward the mamland 
and makes the island difficult of access on 
this side, No safe natura! harbor or well- 
sheltered Imy isto he found between Cape 
Carbonara and Aranct Bay. 

On the western side, the mountains 
have pentler declines, and here are siti 
ated the most beaunful gulfs of all the 
island — the guilt of Palmas, so much 
ial of by Admiral Nelson, and the 

Porta Conte nenr Alghero, a natural har- 
bor capable of sheltering the most pons 
ful fleet im the weld. 

The mest extensive Sardditian plain is 
that which stretches northwest from Ca- 
gliari to Qristana, It produces.on the 
traveler a strange impression, Although 
it is scarcely 50 miles in loriyth, it ap 
pears Immense, for it is proportioned to 
the scale of surrounding objects, especinlly 
to the modest height of the mountain 
ranges which limit 1t. 

In epring this plain, the two parts of 
which are respectively named the Campi- 
dano of Oristano atl the Campidang ‘of 
Caghari, 1s covered ins its uncultivated 
tracts with the most beatiful wild flowers, 
which impart to the scenery a warm, vari- 
éevated tintaod greatly embellish the land- 
SUSE, 

During the summer months a pitiless 
stin with-soorching ravs dries ant] barns 
everything, antl the plain, covered as it 
is with a yellow, monotonous mantle of 
dried herbs, tikes on a desolate appear 
ance. “Che unpretentious villages, luilt of

DEVELOPMENT DEPENDS ON FoURr RIVERS 

Natorally one would expect many rivers 
inant island of many mountains; but in 
sardinia. this is not the case, Owing to 
the scarcity of rain during several months 
ot the year, Sardinian streams hardly 
deserve the name of rivers. In winter, 
ifter drenching rains, they Decor tre 
terrents and are rajid and dangerous in 
their course; in summer they dry up al- 
most completely, and a natrow tivulet of 

muddy water, which can easily be crossed 
at one step, 18 frequently all that remains

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will rise where now there are only a few 
miserable huts, inhabited by poor shep- 
herds who guide their flocks in search of

The Flumendosa, though it has a shorter 
course than the Tirso, 13 certainly more 
impressive, lvath for the volume of the 
water it carries and the picturesqueness 
of its banks, It flows between barren 
hills, tut during the summer its hanks 
are covered with oleander shruls. The 
landscape assumes a lovely appearance, 
and the pink flowers of the oleander min- 
gle with the lirowrn hillsides. while the 
river, which even in the hottest months 
retains a considerable volume of water, 

winds here and there, or spreads wide its 
flood, ac coreling to the conformation at 
its Leal, 

The landscape in this part of the island 
is typically Sardinian. Villages are situ- 
ated far apert. Oceasionally a flock of 


white sheep studs the side of a hill, where 
a small stone inchisure around a cone-. 


shaped, thatch rocted Tnat indicates the 
existence of a fold. The highrond, in 
stilendid condition for motoring, in spite 
of nmumeraile curves aml hairpin turns, 
nits along the side of dverhariing hills, 
harren ond white. 

Another stream which enters the sea\on 
the western coast is the Teno, on whose 
banks the town of Hosa js built. |t looks 
more hike a mver thar ELE other water- 
coutée in Sardinin, Boats with wire- 
spread sails car ascend the coprent tor 
alniat two miles, and near Bosa the river 
flows amid the most beautiful orchards 
and gardens in Sardinia; but its course ts 
eo shart and the roadlutead into which it 
enypties so open that the Temo has no 
commerchil importance.

cha MOLSs A FEATURE OF THE SOUTHERN 
PROVINCE 


Along the Sardinian coast, chiefly in 
the southern province, are considerable 
shetts of water, popularly kuown as 
stag di tnare (sea pools). Cagliar ts 
surrounded hy such pools, which, being in 
iirect communication with the sea and 


ducks and other waterfowl, 


retaining in their water a constilerable 
arnornt of alt, are not dangerous: to 
health, as the larve of moseptaitows can- 
not live in them, 

The lake of Santa Gilla near Cagliari 
forms a striking feature of the landscape 
and is the haunt of innumerable wild 
Especially 
is. it a favorite spot for the famingpes 
that emigrate from Africa to spend the 
hottest months of the year m the neigh- 
berhood of Caghiari, 

In August, a little atter sunset, those 
strange birds may he seen flying high 
above the city, in their daily journey from 
the west piool to the east. Seen from be- 
low, they Jonk Tike so many crosses, with 
their ontstretched! necks, trailing legs, and 
short wrnyrs, 


THE MAIN ISLAND SURROUNDED HY ISLETS 


The stern Sardinian coast, with its 
spurs and cliffs, presents an abrupt east- 
ern wall with few mdentatens. On the 
western side, the shore hos a gentle slope 
as far as the Golf of Alghero and Porto 
Conte, the latter, bowever, being sur- 
rounded by high chtfs which form Cape 
Ceri, site of the famous Seprune | Sretto. 
‘This is well worth visiting, but is difi- 
cult to enter, as its month is situated at 
sea-level and the shvhtest breese piles 
waves agninst the entrance, 

The main island i is surrounded Ty senall 
isles, Of which Sant” Antioce is the larg: 
et. Ao narrow tongue of land, with the 
aid of a short bridle built bw the Romans, 
connects it with the moinland. Next 
comes the island of San Pietro, on which 
is Carloforte, center for the sat mipor- 
tant tiny fishenes in Sarcirisa, 

Qe the northeast corner there is: a 
LTWMyS of small islands, the most inmpartart 
heing La Madtalena antl Caprera. The 
latter is justly called the Sacred [sinnd. 
Here lived and diel the great [talian 
patriot Garibaldi, hero of two henuspheres, 
Many other unimportant islets are scat- 
tered around the Sdirilimian enast 

Sardinia is rich in prehistoric remains, 
No part of the island is entirely devoid 
of these qhaint old monmiments, which 
have defied time and weather and are still 
standing as evidences of an old civilization 
and a demenetration that the first Sar- 
dintans could not have been mere savages.

This reserve and all these efforts to 
coticen| the business of the household are 
so common in Anglo-Saxcun life that read- 
ers will not understand how it could be 
otherwise, Yet lite in the southern purt 
of Furope is so open to inspection that 
this characteristic of the villages of the 
Campidano deserves notice, 

The heroines in’ Mrs, Deledda’s works 
are ride tvpes, all fesh and blood, with 
strong: passions, often unchecked by eds 
cation or telmion. She descrihes the 
women of that small portion of the island 
which is called the Nucrese. In the

Despite her tragic atmosphere, Vienna 
is still a beantitul etty, with the cosmo- 
politan charm of Paris, In area she can 
compete with Londen, for her limits em- 
brace more than 105 square miles, The 
city, however, ts not built up to its Inmiuts, 
hut is surrounded by a helt of meadows 
and wooded fills: known as the Wiener 
Wald, trom which many of the beautiful 
trees hive heen cut downin the past three 
years. of fuel-shortage. | 

The Danube, which has given Vienna 
her important conmercial position, ¢i- 
vides into several arms atter leaving: the 
limestone hills above the city, and a pic- 
turesque winding canal diverts some of 
the water through the northwest part of 
the town to the warehouses, filled with 
foreign fool for the hangry population. 

No finer buildings can be found im 


Europe than in this city of the Hapsbtrgs. 
several races labored at building Vienna 
for more than a thousand years, and the 


artistry ef many peoples t represented 


here. The burldings are a record of the 
chariging taste of western civilization. 
THE -RING-STHASSE SURRIMINDS THE 
INNER CITY 
Bareqoe architecture, which came to 
grief in Rome and to perfection in 
Vienna, has many brilliant examples, par- 


tictlorly inthe Taner City. ‘This is the 


oldest part of Vienna and is inclosed by 
the famous Ring-Strasse, a boulevard 187 
feet wide, with double rows of trees, and 
tilt, like the old boulevards of Paris, on 
the site of fortifications which gmee ex- 
tended tor three miles about the core of 
the city, 

Within or on the Ring are the imperial 
pales biihimgs, the great Gothic cathe- 
dral ot St. Stephen, the celebrated) Ln-

Building which is the city’s pulse, the

Neither can. she 
afford sugar, A gingerbread horse coated 
with frosting costs 15,000 ¢rowns—five 
times the sum her brother paid before the 
war fora team of real herses, Her in- 
come. lines, therefore, just 15 loaves of 
bread a month, Cme meal.a day in the 
community kitchens is keeping her alive. 

The noondlay meal, which the Austrians 
in cooperation with the American Reliet 
Astoctition gave daily to the middle cliss, 
was tintil recently an established part of 
Viemas ave hie. About four cents wie 
charged: tor service, ancl thoye onalile to 
pay this were given free tickets, School 
children were fed for a few cents a week 
and given medical attention, 

The Health Department's report states 
that oo per cent of the children under 
twelve yeors have symptoms of ricket= 
from undernourishment, and that 50 per 
cent of those between twelve and six have 
tubercular infections, Having nearly 
perished, the child life of the city was 
Salvaged by American tele! organiea- 
tions, which established ‘hospitals, dispen- 
saries, and health centers, while feeding 
and, clothing thousands of adults,

VIENNA'S GHEATEST ASSET, HER: GEO-

In spite of Vienna’s precarious sitia- 
bon to-day, she has one asset which noth- 
ing can destroy. ‘The city stands at a point 
where the trading route from the Balne 
to the Adriatic crosses the great water- 
way of the Danube. At this loagicall center 
of commerce and shipping, grain and 
cattle from the east piss industrin] prod- 
ucts from the west, and here seven great 
railroads conyerce that connect Vienna 
with all of central Europe. No mutter 
what internal disorders may occur, it 
seems unlikely that the city can be wiped 
off the nmap completely, 

A study of the states of the former 

empire will explain why Viena was its 
nerve center and the natural capital of 
these small countries.

pon and beauty various natural objects, 

The dew and hoarfrost add rarest love- 
liness 10 vegetation and to various objects, 
while a snowfall clines the aspect of 
Nature over vast arens, Taper tinge chaste 
heaun to forests, mountains, and plains, 





WATER FURMS ARE DEPENDENT (IN 
TEMPERATURE 


The form that water assumes, whether 
fluid or -solid, depervils. largely upon tts 
temperature. Water molecules possess 
poles, negative and positive, which tend 
to draw them together in certain align- 
ments forming solids (crystal forms) ; but 
must of them (all these forming find 
water) are so chsturbed by heat that they 
dart about rapidly ameng themselves, 
making itimpessiile for them to unite. 

But wher they attain a relative degree 
af qiietude, under conditions af cold, 
their poles draw them together, and they 
remain fixed, pole to pole, in regular 
order. ‘The number a oaiel Trangement of 
the molecules in crystals determine their 
form, whether hexagonal, pentagonal, or 
otherwise 

A crystallographic law decrees that crys- 
tals which grow rapidly—the branching 
snowflakes, tyr example—tend. to assume 
branching forms: conversely, those that 
crow slowly, in a greater degree of ovld, 
ter] to assume solid forts.

Dew 1s one ot the most common forms 
of fluid water formation, thotigh jointly 


with the hoartrost it is-one of the least as 


regards. quantity. It is largely a night- 


time phenomenon, because only then can 


the water molecules in the air beeote 
quiet enough to gather and remain in a 
“swarm” pon vetetal and other objects. 

The dew forms in such a: gentle and 
unobtrusive way that it fails to impress 
the student, as doa many other water 
fortis. 

Although dewdrops, like raindrops, lack 
variety Gf form, they exhibit much variety 
Of arrangement on plant leaves and other 
objects, The myriads of opalescent, iri 
descent drop sparkling aver meadow and 
hiliside of a dewy morning create one of 
Nature's loveliest effects, Dewdrops col- 
lect Inantifolly upon grass blades, straw- 
berry and clover leaves: but the dew-taden 
reqmetrical webs of the garden spider are 
lovely beveni description and form the 
masterpieces of dewy art (sce pages 110 
ard tr). 

Hoartrost is, perhaps, the least, aa re- 
rarcds quantity, among the main divisions 
of water forms; yet it provides a world 
of beauty and diversity. It forms in the 
open on cold, calm nights, when the tem- 
perature goes below the freezing point at 
water, Whe the depursits nore copious, 
all outdoor Nature is converted: into a 
fairyland rivaling that produced by an 
ive storm. 

Yet the real masterpieces of the frost 
are wrought indoors m the winter time, 
upon cur window-panes in. cold roams, 
where all can see and admire them, The 
tiny molecular artists create an infinite 
variety of shapes, snepesting trees, ferns, 
coral, lace, starry firmeaments, tropical 
forest effects, and castles (pp. 108-109).
